MASS MEETING CALLED 
FOR SCHOOL BUSINESS 


The trustees of the Covina union 
high school have called a mass meeting 
of the electors of the high Bchool dis­ 
trict to meet in the high school auditor­ 
ium on July 23, at 8 p.m., for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining authority to erect a 
temporary manual training building. 


The law is so constructed that before 
the trustees can proceed to erect thrs 
building it is necessary for the majority 
of the people assembled at this mass 
meeting to give permission for the con­ 
struction. The county superintendent 
can not approve the plans for such a 
construction until he has been assured 
that it meets with the approval of the 
people. 


The proposed building is to be erect­ 
ed south of the high school gorago and 
west of the group of trees south of the 
main building. 


The building will be 80 feet long, 60 
feet wide, and 12 feet high at the eaves. 
It will have a fiat roof, supported by 
a Howe truss, and is to be parnted gray 
so as to keep it in harmony with the 
main building. 


The space inside will be occupied by 
a wood shop, forge room, finish and 
display Tooms, athletic dress 
5 ng room, 
girls' lavatory, boys' lavatory, office, 
and a tool room. 


The district has sufficient funds on 
hands to erect this building, but be­ 
fore they can proceed they must have 
the approval of the people. 


The trustees feel that this building 
should be erected for the following 
reasons: 


First: 
The present bu-'lding is so 
badly crowded that this new building 
will relieve the congestion in the halls. 


Second: The noise from the machines 
in the wood shop as located'in the main 
building ia an annoyance 'to the whole 
school, both in class room and in^sttt^y* 
hall.

Third:-" The sewing department has 
been, <jrampe^into,a small room with 


a*£or^n"isbra^h^Pwork.- 
; '* 
Fourth: 
The changing times have 
brought into use machinery for farm 
use instead of animal power. TheBe 
new quarters will start us on the road 
to teach the boys to do automobile and 
tractor repairing. 


Fifth: The present shop is not ade­ 
quate to paint and finish the products 
free from dust. 


Sixth: The present quarters for tak­ 
ing care of vfsiting athletic teams to­ 
gether with our own teams are not suf­ 
ficient. This proposed building will con­ 
tain a, room which will accommodate 
visiting athletic teams. 


In due consideration of these facts 
the trustees feel that the people will 
heartily support this movement.

VALENCIA ORANGES 
GOING EAST FAST 


Although the sales of oranges in the 
east this week were fewer than the 
number of cars that have gone forward 
over the same period, the packing asso­ 
ciations throughout the valley are con­ 
fident that it will bo nocessary to keep 
packing at a reasonable rate of speed 
for some weeks to come. They will not 
speoii up to capacity, however, as the 
crop is below normal. It is a fact that 
tho San Gabriel valley groves, espec­ 
ially on the floor of the plain, have a 
better crop than in some other locali­ 
ties. 


Eeports from Tulare county are to 
the -effect that 
crop of 1918-19 will 
not be fifty per cent of tho crops har­ 
vested in 1916 and in 1917. Some have 
estimated it as far below this figure. 


In the San Gabriel valley the esti­ 
mate is that seventy per 
cent of a 
crop of valcncias will be harvested, and 
about sixty-five per cent of a navel 
crop is now on the trees,

Some oranges are 
bringing as high as seven dollars the 
box^ This is due to the prosperity of 
the-east.

CITY IS INSTALLING 
ACCOUNTING SYSTEM 


Messrs. Johnson and White, city- 
clerk and city treasurer of Alhambra, 
have been secured by the city board of 
trustees of Covina to install an accur­ 
ate and practical bookkeeping and aud­ 
iting system for tho city. Tho plan, as 
shown by the Alhambra men, has every 
appearance "of being the exact system 
.needed by a sixth class city of the size 
of Covina. 


It is the system in practice at Al­ 
hambra at the present time, and not 
only includes a thorough method of 
keeping accurate data on tho water 
system and other accounts, but includes 
a monthly audit by the Alhambra men 
for the next twelve months.

EXCHANGE WILL 
MAKE MARMALADE 


At a meeting held at the La Verne 
packing house on Tuesday, representing 
the stockholders of the Thomas Craw­ 
ford Marmalade Company, the proposi­ 
tion from the board of directors of the 
California Fruit Exchange looking to 
the amalgamation of the company with 
the Exchange was-favorably discussed. 


Following upon this, the board of 
directors of the Exchange at a meet­ 
ing held afterward, formally endorsed 
the plan and voted to advise all the 
local exchanges to unite in purchasing 
the stock of the Crawford 
Company, 
thirty-eight per cent of the exchanges 
having already done so. When the stock 
shall be fully subscribed, under 
the

the manager of this department of the 
Exchange business and it.will bo made 
strictly cooperative, the same as the 
rest of its affairs. The manufacture of 
marmalade will be conducted by the 
Exchange, presumably under the valua­ 
ble name of " S u n k i s t . " 


The new arrangement, which, lacks 
only the indorsement and 
absorption 
of stock by the district exchanges for 
its fulfillment, 
w:ll bring to all asso­ 
ciation growers at an early date the 
advantages of a profitable disposition 
of the cull fruit. It will give the Ex­ 
change the handling of all culls, only 
the best grade of which will be mar­ 
keted, the rest made into marmalade. 


It is expected several factories will 
be equipped in the different localities, 
including the one at Pomona as planned 
by Mr. Crawford. The one at San Di­ 
mes is already well toward completion.

ADEQUATE CONTROL OF SCALE. 


That the war is attended by a crisis 
in every community as well as in every 
nation the world over, is a fact that 
we arc learning slowly but surely. A 
critical military situation on the west­ 
ern front has its direct but powerful 
effect upon whatever locality we may 
live in, and the swaying forces of the 
struggling armies cause the ground to 
tremble even to our very doorsteps. 


That is why we all have new prob­ 
lems. That is why the citrus industry 
is confronted with questions as deeply 
serious as have ever faced the growers. 
War has had no deterring effect, for 
instance, on the multiplying scale-pests 
of the citrus trees. To the citrus grow­ 
er it is just as vital that the scale be 
adequately controlled as it is important 
to the allies that they keep the Huns 
out of Paris. For, from the profits of 
the citrus industry come the sinews of 
war—the money that will win the war— 
the money that will care for the wound 
ed—the money that will furnish moral 
direction for them that they may come 
home sweet and clean 


We must courageously face our home 
problems of industry. We cannot pour 
a continuous stream of money into the 
federal strong boxes if the black scale 
covers our fruit with smut this year, 
because of a mistaken idea that fumi­ 
gation can be skipped. Fumigation this 
fall is tremendously essential. General 
Manager 6. Harold Powell of the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange, who 
himself is in war work with the food 
administration in Washington, has con 
cent rated for years on the question of 
mechanical 
injury 
to 
citrus 
fruit 
through the necessity for washing the 
smut from it when the groves have not 
been fumigated, or have been improp 
erly fumigated. Failure to control the 
scale in the orchard has caused an in 
credible loss to the grower through de 
cay of fruit in transit and in the mar­ 
ket. Of late years this has become less 
true, inasmuch as the grower individ­ 
ually has come to know the folly of 
trying to skip fumigations. 


But ..-this year there is a somewhat 
prevalent impression 
among growers 
that climatic conditions have been such 
that the scale is not to be a serious 
factor this coming winter. This is dan­ 
gerously erroneous—it is one of tho 
most -dangerous and false ideas that 
could possibly be spread. It is so far 
from the fact, and so sweeping in its 
possibilities for harm that .one would 
scarcely hesitate to attribute it to pro- 
German 
propaganda, 
although 
this 
would be a far-fetched conclusion. 
It 
might well be adopted, however, as a 
part of such propaganda, for it would 
soon cause a cessation in the purchase 
of Liberty bonds and other war activi­ 
ties, so far as the citrus growers arc 
concerned. 


Careful 
surveys made already by 
horticultural inspectors show that the 
scale is to be just as serious a factor 
this coming fall and winter as has been 
the case in past years. It cannot be 
ignored. The scale-pest, like the poor, 
we have always with us. 


And with Scarcity of experienced 
fumigating labor as a fact, the grower 
is going to have to study this question 
of fumigating much more intimately 
than in years past. It is highly probo 
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be held at Covina, July 20. Others are 
to be arranged this summer. These are 
being held under the direction of the 
farm advisory boards. Dr. J. Eliot Coit 
of tho Los Angeles county farm board 
is very active, as is Dr. H. J. Quayle 
of the experimental station. 


The grower must prepare to thor­ 
oughly fumigate this year. He is going 
to meet with difficulties concerning la­ 
bor. These must be overcome by his 
own initiative. It must be definitely 
understood that this question has a 
direct bearing on the one tremendously 
important objective—the winning of 
the war.

These tremendous adventures, such 
as the war on the French front, are 
perhaps easier to go through with to 
the end than to plod along at home, 
held by an inexorable duty.

There was a merry 
blood-letting, and oftentimes the op­ 
posing clans rode home together, when 
tho battle was done. 


Wo think that the soldier in th 
trench and the sailor amid mine-strewn 
ecas has a little b>t the worst of it 
Not for him to shed his blood upon th 
green turf of the moor, and lio down 
amid tho heather and bracken. It isn't 
a comfortable thing, at that, to get 
stuck with a lance, no matter what the 
scenery may be in the immediate vi 
cinity, but they most cortainly have 
put a lot of additional horrors into war 
that didn't use to be there.

That's why we believe that the cour­ 
age of the men today is as good or bet­ 
ter than in the old swasrbuckling days. 
A good clean boy, who was reared near 
a bath-tub all his days, and with his 
mother and sisters to keep his linen 
clean and whole, must needs at times, 
•wallow in a filthy ditch, and stay there, 
too, until his body is most unspeakably 
unclean. 


But dirt will wash off, and vermin 
will drop away. The muscles that are 
excessively •weary will respond to ro3t. 
It is the mind that must be kept clean. 
It is hard to eradicate a smutch on the 
soul. 


So, gradually, we are learning that 
the Y. M. C. A. and the Knights of 
Columbus and the Salvation Army arc 
in the war for a definite purpose. Even 
Bed Cross clean shirts and bandages 
will disappear sonic day, but it may 
be that the direct. 
1 on toward decency 
which has its impetus in these societies 
that are working with tho heart and 
the mind and the soul may last until 
men are old and reminiscent by the 
fire. 


Wonderful things are being done in 
the holy name of Mercy. As truly won 
dorful things are being done to "create 
in me a clean heart." The American 
soldier will be a comrade to the end of 
his days. He has gotten acquainted 
with his fellows, through danger and 
privation. If he can come back clean 
in mind, what a wonderful effect it will 
have on the great period of reconstruc 
tion that is coming!

Keeping up the fertility and the pro­ 
ductivity of the soil is very vital in 
war-time. The first drain on the land 
during war is the proper manpower, 
and this is very serious, in every coun­ 
try. 


It :s not, at first, a lack of men, so 
much as inexperienced men. When men 
have practiced fumigation for years, 
for instance, it is not possible to put 
new men into the groves and get as 
good results from fumigation at once, 
unless the men are given special train­ 
ing in advance. 


This is largely. the purpose of the 
fumigation demonstration to be held in 
Covina tomorrow. Not only is it hoped 
that men not owning groves may be 
trained for the work this fall, but that 
ranchers will learn to generate, in or­ 
der that they may fill a breach that 
may be serious this year. If a fumiga­ 
tion is skipped this year, or is badly 
performed, we stand to lose 'a percent­ 
age of the crop, and not only does it 
affect the present crop at once, but it 
affects the crops for two years to come. 


It is the loss of efficient man-power 
that has caused the fields in Germany 
and Austria to gradually yield less and 
less. For, no matter how hard women 
and boys may work, or no matter how 
many prisoners of war may be utilized, 
the land is not tilled with the care that 
man who owns it would till it, nor is 
it tilled with the care that conscien­ 
tious renters would give it.

Fall Into Line 


I n l i n e wrth the recent recommenda­ 
tions emanating from the war econom­ 
ics board, in conjunction with the Na­ 
tional Automobile Dealers Association, 
the local Auto Trades Association mem­ 
bers, devoted tho major portion of the. 
!r 
last meeting to ways and means of put­ 
ting the recommendations into practice. 


The local Auto Trados Association in­ 
cludes tho territory of Pomona, Covina, 
Fueute, Azusa, Glendora, Baldwrn Park, 
San Dimas, and all contiguous territory. 
The meeting had a specific bearing on 
the necessity for economy, and this will 
probably lead to many 
curtailments, 
and probably the operation on a cash 
basis. 


The public is asked to fall in line 
with the following war recommenda­ 
tions, viz: 


A drastic reduction in the demonstra­ 
tion- of cars, thereby eliminating much 
waste of both time and labor. 


To advert'se for and encourage edu­ 
cation of growing boys in auto mechan­ 
ics and repair of combustion engines. 


To educate individual auto drivers, 
both men and women, in making nv nor 
repairs, thus saving the- time of me­ 
chanics on items for which a charge is 
seldom made. 


The elimination of Sunday and night 
servrce on all cars other than for com­ 
mercial purposes. I t must bo remember­ 
ed that new steel may not now bo ob­ 
tained by the garage men except on 
signed statement that the same will not 
be used on pleasure cars. 


The early establishment of a cash 
basis in all auto trade lines. 
Some of 
the outstanding needs for this last rec­ 
ommendation were that 
clerical 
help 
could thereby bo released to "work or 
i g h t . " The elimination of credit risks 
and losses which cramp the trades­ 
man's opportunity to invest 
possible 
profits in war bonds and reduce tho sta­ 
bility of business conditions if the time 


limit is too liboral. Tho fact that the 
jobber generally now requires 
either 
cash or at best a very short time ac­ 
count, making it practically impossible 
for the averago garage and supply man 
to extend a courtesy now practically 
denied him.

I road comnrssion of the state of Cali­ 
fornia authorize the applicant to make 
such increase in its rates for elcctrieity 
as the commission may deem proper." 


A statement attached to the appli­ 
cation sets forth that as the result of 
the high operating cost,'the shortage of 
water power and other reasons, that the 
company's operat. 
:ng revenues are not 
adequate at existing rates to maintain 
service at maximum efficiency, and en­ 
able it to perform the public service 
required of it. 


The territory in wlrch the Southern 
California Edison Company is engaged 
in the production, generation, 
trans­ 
mission and delivery of electricity for 
l?ght, heat and power, and which is 
covered by the application, 
includes 
the counties of Los Angeles, San Ber­ 
nardino, Riverside, Orange, 
Ventura, 
Kern, Tulare and Fresno. 


While refraining from discussing the 
application whrch is now in the hands 
of the state regulating body, President 
W. A. Brackenridge stated: 
"Practi­ 
cally every utility in the state has 
found it necessary to apply to the rail­ 
road commission for increases :n its 
rates, owing to conditions brought about 
by the war. The Southern 
California 
Edison Company has not made appli­ 
cation before this, having waited unt'l 
such time as it could definitely deter­ 
mine what the shortage of water and 
the increased cost of fuel oil, labor and 
supplies would have upon is 
finances. 
Among the large utilities to which the 
state railroad commission has granted 
increases of rates are the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company of San Francis­ 
co, the largest gas and electric cor­ 
poration in the state, and the Great 
Western Power Company.

CAUSE OF THE SHEDDING 


OF TOMATO BLOSSOMS 


I t is well known by farmers 
and 
gardeners that 
under 
some soil 
and 
climatic conditions it is very difficult 
to get tomato plants to set much fruit. 
The vines look fine and healthy and 
bear a large number of blossoms, but 
practically all of them fall off. 
The 
better 
the 
care given the tomatoos, 
apparently the poorer is tho resultant 
crop. This peculiar behavior has long 
been a puzzle to farmers. Recent re­ 
searches have uncovered tho cause of 
the shedding and indicated ways of 
avoiding it. 
The shedding bears a de­ 
finite relation to the available nitrogen 
content of the soil, or, in other words, 
to the richness of the soil. It also bears 
a relation to the amount of water in 
the soil. Where the soil is, very rich 
or where the plants are heavily watered 
they 
do 
not 
manufacture 
enough 
strengthening material in the podicels 
to hold the blossoms. The energies of 
the plant are expended in growing vine 
at the expense of setting fruit. Exces­ 
sively rich soils should not be planted 
to tomatoes, and light or only moderate 
irrigation should be practiced. If the 
soil is rich, no more water should be 
given the plants than is sufficient to 
keep them healthy. 
In many 
cases, 
where the flowers are falling off badly, 
a crop can be set by simply withholding 
the water from the plants for s\vcrul 
weeks during the blooming period. Of 
course, the plants should not be per­ 
mitted to suffer for water, as this is 
just as injurious as is an excess.

When we see the housefly or the mos­ 
quito hugely magnified we realize at 
once that, compared with them^struc- 
turally, the tiger is a charming and 
beautiful thing, but we go away and 
forget the magnified picture and sub­ 
mit to the original of It. 


The extermination of these pests Is a 
duty that the world faces, a righteous 
crusade In which we should all join. 
The scientists will tell us the best way 
to wage the flght, but scientific^ meth­ 
ods must be re-enforced by a public 
opinion that will cease to tolerate un­ 
clean dwellings, stagnant pools, uncov­ 
ered tanks, accumulations of exposed 
tilth and everything else that Invites 
vermin and menaces human beings. 


Food Economy. 


Every bit of meat and fish can be 
combiued with cereals or vegetables 
for making meat cakes, meat or fish 
pies, and so on, and to add flavor and 
food value to made dishes. 


Every spoonful of left over gravy 
can bo used In soups nnd sauces or as 
flavoring for meat pies, croquettes and 
vegetables. 


Every bit of clenn fat trimmed from 
meat and every spoonful of drippings 
and every bit of grease that rises when 
meat Is boiled can be clarified, if need 
bo, and is valuable in cookery.

Climbing Parnassus. 


In mythology Parmissus, a mountain 
In central Greece, was sacred to the 
muses. 
The Delphian sanctuary of 
Apollo was on its slope, and from be­ 
tween its twin summit peaks 
flowed 
the fountain Castalia, the waters of 
which were reputed to impart the vir­ 
tue of poetic inspiration. The highest 
peak, 8,008 feet, was held sacred to 
Bacchus and the rest to Apollo and the 
muses, whence the saying of young 
poets, "Climbing Parnassus." 


Holland's Great Dike. 


One of the great dikes of Holland Is 
forty miles long, starting far up in the 
country, near the Yssel river, and con­ 
tinuing across the Hook of Holland to 
the sen. It was built in sections and 
for seven centuries has held back the 
waters from the low lying fields. It is 
forty feet broad at the base, thirty-five 
feet broad at the top, and Its height va­ 
ries from twenty-five to thirty-five feet.
